the outer akin about half or three-quart-er

of an Inch long. Pull the outer
akin a little to one aide and make a
like Incision In tbe akin of the crop.
Work out all the content of tbe crop
which obstruct tbe passage of tbe gla-zar-d,

then aew np neatly with silk
thread, sewing each akin separately.
Keep the bird penned separately and
feed lightly for a week. I have saved
a number of valuable fowls In this
way and can recommend It as a sure
remedy If done carefully and in time.
